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A JEWS REASONS FOR BELIEVING JESUS CHRIST TO

Dr. Isaacson, the German Jewish 
Rabbi, who has been in Salt Lake 
City some time investigating, and 
who is favorably imp with 
the religion of the Latter-day Saints, 
has written the following article for 
the Deseret News, setting forth his 
reasons for believing that Jesus 
of Nazareth is the long expected 
Messiah ot the Jews. We doubt 
not it will be of great interest to 
our readers. 


I wave been asked by many of my 

Jewish brethren to set forth my rea- 

sons for believing Jesus of Nazareth 

to be the Messiah of the Jews. Ac- 

cordingly, I will here give a few of 
reasons. 

” ge of Scripture I have 
selected as the basis of my theme is 
recorded in the Book of Genesis ili, 
15: “And enmity I will put between 
thee and between the wo and be- 


tween thy seed and between her seed. 
He shall bruise thee as to the head, 
and thou shalt bruise him as to the 


Hence Isaiah says, in the 7th ch 
ter, 14th verse: “Behold a Virgin 
shall conceive, and bear a son, and 
shall call his name Immanuel”—God 
with us—that is, God dwelleth 
us in our nature. Both the Jews — 
Christians are agreed that the text has 
a direct allusion to the Messiah; it is 
the first of that class of promises on 
record.

the affirmation. 

Let me then calmly and impartially 
weigh the evidence on both sides; and 
with asincere desire to ascertain the 
truth:

Josephus, the great historian, in 
that remarkable passage in his anti- 
quities, after relating an unsuccessful 
sedition of the Jews against Pontius 
Pilatus, says, Now there are about 
this time, Jesus, a wise man, if it be 
lawful to call Him a man, for He was 
a doer of wonderful works, a teacher 
of such men as receive the truth with 
pleasure. He drew over to Him both 
many of the Jews and many of the 
Gentiles. This was Christ, and when 
Pilate, at the suggestion of the princi- 

men among us, had condemned 

im to the cross, those who loved 
Him at the first did not forsake Him; 
for He appeared to them alive again 
the third day, as the Divine Prophets 
had foretold them; also ten thousand 
other wonderful things concernin 
Him came to pass; and the tribe o 
Christians—so named from Him are 
not extinct at this day.” 

_From Josephus, an enemy to Chris- 
trantty, this is, to say the least, a won- 
derful acknowledgement. 

That he was to be of the seed of 
David; may be seen from Psalm ii, 7, 
“Thou art my Son; this day have I 
begotten thee;” but that the Messiah 
was to possess a higher nature than 
that of humanity is as clearly taught 
as that he was to be man. David, in 
Psalm xc, I, thus testifies: “The Lord 
said unto my Lord, ‘Sit thou upon my 
right hand, until I make thine enemies 
thy footstool.“ 

(The reads Adonai,” Je- 
hovah. n reading the Hebrew, 


“Adonai” is always substituted for 
Jehovah.) 
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In this Psalm, David most distinctly 
calls Messiah his Jehovah. In con- 
junction with this there is an exalted 
being spoken of in Genesis us“ Hame- 
lach Adonai’-—the angel of Jehovah. 
Hagar worships as Thou God seest 
me,” or, as the original reads, Hame- 
lach Adonai.” 

What, then, are we to understand 
by “The Angel of Jehovah?” He 
cannot be a mere angel, he is therefore 
none other than the Messiah, and the 
Messiah must be none other than Je- 
hovah. 

As the seed of the woman, he is 
man—as the author of the promise, he 
is God—as David’s son, he is human 
—as David’s Lord, he is divine—as 
Abraham’s seed, he is man—as the be- 
stower of Abraham’s blessings, he is 
God—and Isaiah, looking through the 
vista of prophecy, to the advent of the 
Messiah, in his remarkable prophecy 
(ix, 6) mysteriously blending in him 

umanity and divinity, says: For 
unto us a child is born, unto us a son 
is given, and the government shall be 
upon His shoulder, and His name 
shall be called Wonderful, Counselor, 
the mighty God, the everlasting 
Father, the Prince of Peace.” 

As a child, He is human—as the 
Messiab, He is divine—as a son given, 
He is a man. 

In the Book of Jeremiah, xxiii, 5, 6, 
it is thus written: Behold the days 
come, saith Jehovah, that I will raise 
unto David a righteous Branch, and a 
King shall reign and prosper, and shall 
execute a omy and justice in the 
earth. In these days Judah shall be 
saved, Israel shall dwell safely, and 
this is His name, by which He shall 
be called ‘Jehovah our Righteous“ 

Thus do we perceive that Messiah is 
to descend from Abraham, Isaac, 
Jacob, Judah, Jesse and David. Upon 
these points the Jews are agreed. Let

2 Matthew's gospel, chapter i, there 
are seventeen verses exclusively de- 
voted to tracing out Christ's lin

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Christ’s genealogy has undergone 
the most rigid analysis, and not even 
the sligbtest taint of a suspicion of its 
genuineness can, by any conccivable 

ibility, be attached to it. It stands 
orth as an undying memento, that 
Christ is of the direct seed of Abra- 
ham, through which the Messiah was 
to be born. 

Never were a people more careful 
in the preservation of their genealo- 
gies than the ancient Jews, so that 
through a period of not less than four 
thousand years, are to be directly 
traced the records of Christ’s ancestry, 


What, again, are the inferences to 
be drawn from their investigation? 

( 2 That Messiah is of the house of 

avid. 

(2). That Jesus Christ is of that 
house, and 

(3). That Christ’s lineage, in connec- 
tion with the other facts of his birth, 
demonstrates him to be the Messiah. 

Let me now classify the following 
most important prophecies: 

(1). Messiah was to appear during 
the standing of the second temple. 

(2). That he was to appear, four 
hundred and ninety years after the 
rebuilding of Jerusalem, and durin 
the existence of a Roman Empire, an 

(3). That a king was to reign over 
the Jews, and that he was to be the 
last monarch of the house of Judah. 


At the time of Christ’s appearing, 
the temple stood in all its glory—the 
wonder and admiration of the world. 
Not a stone of the mighty fabric was 
loosened, it bade fair to stand for 
but in an almost incredible space o 
time, not a vestige remained of that 
noble structure. 

At the advent of Christ, the Jews 
were subject to the authority of the 
Romans; hence, in the reign of Au- 
gustus they were enrolled, “they paid 
tribute to Cesar, and the power of 
life and death was taken from them. 
But it may then be asked, How 
can we reconcile the prophecy of 
Jacob that the scepter should not de- 
part from Judah till Shiloh come?’

a king, they had their own laws, their 
own councils, their own magistrates, 
only the paramount authority was in- 
vested in the Ossars.

Here we havea prophecy delivered 
one thousand six hundred and eighty- 
nine years before its accomplishment; 
that Messiah of whom Moses and the 
prophets did write, has already come 
in the person of Jesus Christ, the only 
individual who has or ever can, on 
these very points, authenticate his 
mission. 

Isaiah, liii chap., so clearly foretells 
us, the sufferings of Messiah, the ob- 
ject of his birth, teachings, mediation 
atonement, death, resurrection, an 
all things so fully accomplished in 
Jesus Christ even to the smallest 
minute of detail. 

That the Messiah was to be king of 
a more exalted nature than any earth- 
ly potentate, is taught in the old 

estament, Psalm xxxix, 27: “I will 
make him my first-born, Atgher than 
the kings of the earth.” 

The Scriptures also designate the 
Messiah as a Savior, as a mediator 
and redeemer; all of which offices 
have been fully fulfilled, in the person 
and ministry of Christ. 


Messiah was to confirm his mission 
by the a of miracles: Isaiah 
xxxv, 5, 6: “Then the eyes of the 
blind shall be opened, and the ears of | 
the deaf shall be unstopped.“ 

Fulfilled: Matthew, xi, 4, 5: “The 
blind receive their sight and the deaf 
hear.” 

Messiah was to be poor, despised 
and rejected by the people: Isai 
liii, 3: He is despised and rejec 
of men, a man of sorrows and ac- 
quainted with grief.” 

Fulfilled: Luke, 8, 58: “The Son 
of Man hath not where to lay his 


head.

Messiah was to be betrayed 
familiar friend. Psalm, xl, 9:

The Old Testament affirms that 
Messiah should rise from the dead: 
See Psalm xvi, 9,10. Isaiah liii, 10. 
Fulfilled: Luke xxiv, 5,6. Mark xvi, 
19. Luke xxiv, 51. 

We see prophecy multiplied upon 
prophecy, referring to the promised 
— all strangely, completely, satisfac- 
torily, undeniably fulfilled in Jesus. 

In Jesus we see an embodiment of 
the highest morality, the noblest self- 
denial, the most exalted virtue, 
the sublimest truth, and the most 
consummate holiness, fearlessly chal- 
lenging an equal, either in sacred or 
profane history. In a word, we see in 
this wonderful Being, strangely, mys- 
teriously, incomprehensibly, yet truth- 
fully blended, the actions and attri- 
butes of Jehovah, and yet of man— 
David's son, and yet David's Jehovah! 

How plainly Christ resembled Moses 
— be seen in the following simili- 
tudes: 


Moses was the most favored prophet 
of the Old Testament dispensation; 
while other prophets had their revela- 
tions in dreams and visions, he talked 
with face to face. Christ said: 
We speak that which we do know 
and testify that which we have seen, 
and, No man knoweth the Father 
but the Son, and he to whom the Son 
shall reveal him.” 

In his a with the Jews, He 
declared Himself to be that prophet 
of whom Moses wrote. 
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Jesus was also a legislator like 
Moses, for He gaye a law more perfect 
in its nature, more diffusive in its ap- 
plication, and more extensive in its 
rewards, 

Did Moses teach “Thou shalt not 
take the name of Jehovah, thy God, 
in vain?’ Christ said, Let your 
communications be yea, yea, Day, nay, 
for whatsoever is more than these 
cometh of evil.“ Did the Jewish law- 
giver teach “Thou shalt love thy 
neighbor as thyself?’ The Christian 
prophet also — „* Love your ene- 
mies, bless them that curse you, do 

to them that hate you and pray 

or them that you and 
rsecute you.” Did Moses teach, 

' id, for eye, tooth for tooth?” Christ 


said, “ Resist not evil; but whosoever 
shall smite thee on thy right cheek 
turn to him the other also.” 

Did Moses inculcate obedience to 
the law? Christ said, Be ye there- 
fore perfect even as your Father which 
is in heaven.” Moses enacted laws 
but for one nation, Messiah is to legis- 
late for all nations. 

Moses was raised up to deliver the 
children of Israel from Egyptian bond- 
age, and to * them into the prom- 
ised land, but failed in the accomplish- 
ment of the last part of his mission, 

Christ delivers from a more fearful 
bondage of sin and Satan, and intro- 
duces His believers into the “kingdom 
of God” the spiritual Canaan. 

Thus might I continue to multiply 
analogy upon 1 in the histories 
of these remarkable personages. I 
would then ask, “Is this similitude 
and correspondence, in so many par- 
ticulars, between Jesus Christ and the 
great prophet and legislator Muses, 
the effect of mere chance? Let us 
search all the records of universal 
history and sée if we can find a man 
who was so like to Moses as Christ 
was and so like to Christ as Moses 
was. If we cannot find such a one, 
— have — — of 

oses in the law and the prop 
did write, to be Jesus of 
the Son of God!

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How completely was this fulfilled 
in the person of Jesus Christ, even to 
the smallest detail, as would almost 
lead one to think the prophet had 
flourished posterior to the events pre- 
dicted and had actually copied them 
from the Gospels rather than that he 
prophesied seven hundred years an- 
terior to the birth of Jesus. 

Many of my Jewish brethren ask 
me: “If Jesus possedsed such exalted 
power, why did he not compel obedi- 
ence and force the sceptre from the 
hand of Herod?” Simply because 
His kingdom was not of this world.”

what authority I know not) Messiah 
would come a mighty temporal prince, 
and not only break the yoke of Roman 
bondage, but elevate them in the scale 
of nations. Hence when he appear 
in the meek and lowly Jesus of Naza- 
— a universal disappointmen: en- 
sued, which resulted in the general 
6 — rejection, We will not have 
this man to reign over us.” They did 
not think the bondage He came to 
destroy was that of sin, “to bruise the 
serpent's head,” and to destroy the 
latter's usur power and reign in 
the hearts of the people, For, said 
he, “the kingdom of God is within 
you,” nota kingdom of dazzling royal- 
ty, pomp, nobility and splendor; but 
of truth, justice, holiness, righteous- 
ness, joy, peace and believing. 

nd now, my dear brethren of the 
house of Israel, I have finished the in- 
vestigation from our own Scriptures 
and from Jewish and Pagan histories 
into the claims of Jesus Christ as the 
Jewish Messiah. I have calmly, and 
I trust impartially, weighed the evi- 
dence for and against. 
I have traced the person of Messiah 

to be very man and very God, the 

“seed of the woman,“ and yet the 
“ Hamelach Adonai” or Angel of Je- 
hovah, 

We have seen these natures mys- 
teriously united in the person of 
Christ. We have traced the lineage 
of Messiah as far back as Seth the 
son of Adam and found Christ to be 
of that lineage. We have investigated 
into the time of the 1 of Mes- 
iah and have seen that Christ ap- 
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red, just at the very time predicted. 

e have traced the offices of Messiah 
and have found those offices fulfilled 
in Jesus. 

Further, we have abundant other 
confirmations of the validity of His 
mission, inthe miracles He wrought, 
His modes of instructing, altogether 
different from those of other Jewish 
scribes, the manner and circumstances 
connected with His death, fulfilled 
even to the very letter of prophecy; 
the predictions he uttered, in which 
the voice of history in every age, and 
especially the present state of Jerusa- 
lem and our people concur to demon- 
strate their truth, and consequently 
the very truth of the Gospel. 

Finally, 1 would affectionately pre- 
sent the question to every unpreju- 
diced Jew. “Are not the claims of 
Jesus of Nazareth, as the anointed of 
God, abundant and incontrovertible?’ 

If after all our examination into His 
mission, my Jewish brethren still 1 
sist in refusing to acknowledge Him 
as the Messiah of whom Moses, in the 
law and the prophets did write, then 
I “Who is the Messiah to be?” 
and “If Jesus is not that Messiah, 
then, who was He?” Call Him an 
imposter, you cannot, and still ac- 
knowledge with modern Judaism, 
that the author of Christianity was a 
virtuous mau, a prophet and a re- 
former. You must acknowledge more, 
for the more you consider the aston- 
ishing facts, in His history, the more 
you gaze upon the wonderful display 
of divine power, wisdom and benevo- 
lence, that marked His character, the 
more you contemplate that amazing 
disinterested love that burned in His 
heart for sinful man, the more you in- 
vestigate the plan of human redemp- 
tion so triumphantly accomplished by 
Him, the more you will be led to ex- 
claim, Thou art the Son of the liv- 
ing God!” 

n conclusion, I would in brotherly 
love, most heartily beseech all of my 
brethren of the house of Israel, to give 
this subject serious and prayerful at- 
tention. If Jesus is the Messiah 
which you cannot disprove, should 
you still persist in denying it and re- 
jecting Him—you gain nothing, but 
you will have everything to lose. It 
is not an error which can be retrieved, 


a false step, which may be retraced; 


but your peace, your bappiness in 
time and your destiny throughout 
eternity, depends upon this issue. 

In embracing Christianity, I do not 
embrace a new religion; it 1s the reli- 

ion of which the immaculate Son of 
God ; and a Jew according to the flesh 
—as I am—declared “ one jot or tittle 
shall, in no wise pass from the law, 
till all be fulfilled. 

The Evangelists were Jews, the dis- 
ciples were Jews, the early Christians 
were all converts from J 2 — 
in subsequent ages, tens of thousands 
of Jews have embraced Christianity. 
I am also of the “ Stock of Abraham,” 
educated as you were, having imbibed 
the same principles, the same preju- 
dices, in common with yourselves, 
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cherishing the same inspiring hope, 
the same burning wish, the same long- 
ing desire—that our down-trodden 
countrymen may be emancipated from 
the thraldom of Gentile persecution 
and tyranny. | 

Jehovah is willing to return again 
your captivity, as soon as you shall 
receive His anointed;” even now is 
He yearning over you and saying by 
His prophet, “Return unto me, O! 
house of Israel, for why will ye die?” 

Oh, be wise, now, in this day of 


your gracious visitation ö life is frail, 


time is wasting, death is waiting, 
eternity hastening, judgment pending. 
Delay not, my brothers; tarry not, fly, 
oh, fly to the only * set before you. 
Believe in the Lord, Jesus Christ, and 
thou shalt be saved!

THE 


“SIXTH SENSE.” 


THE strictly secular school of philoso- 
—— hold that the mind of man is 
ed and operates outwardly through 
what are known as the five senses. A 
few have held that there is another 
sense, which is the highest of all, that 
has not been taken into account, and 
that it is spiritual. No matter by 
what name it may be designated, it 
exists and is susceptible of cultiva- 
tion. Its higher phases, like those of 
— are rare. Its perfect personi- 

cation was exemplified in the Savior, 
and in a proportionate degree in the 
prophets from the beginning of the 
world to the present. 

As we understand the nature of 
this power, it is the spirit or the light 
of truth which proceedeth forth “from 
the presence of Him who sitteth upon 
the throne,” and quickens the under- 
— of the recipient, so that he 
is enabled to comprehend things as 
they have been, as they are, and as 
they shall be. It is the spirit of 
knowledge which pervades the hea- 
vens, illuminating the mind of man 
with a portion of that understanding 
that dwells in the Deity, hence the 
power that has been wielded by the 
prophets, who have been en rapport 
with the institutions of heaven. 

What we esteem to be correct theo- 


logy, teaches that this spirit, which is 


in, through and about all things, and 
the power by which all things are up- 
held, contests for place upon all this 
creation, but does not strive with man 
beyond the line to transcend which 
would destroy his free agency, which 
is a condition retained to all intelli- 
gences. But as intelligence cleaves to 
intelligence that enlightening power 
will increase in proportion to the de- 
gree in which its strivings are re- 
sponded to by mankind. For mor- 
tals to possess the priceless gift the 

must place themselves in unison wit 

the higher law. They must seek after 
God, or in other words, search with 
honest hearts for the truth, by the 
conditions of which they must as hon- 
estly endeavor to govern themselves. 
The higher law was exemplified in 
Christ, who subjected himself to the 
will of His Father—whose will is 
necessarily the expression of truth and 
justice—and put selfish considerations 
on one side. The rule among men is 
to act in such a way as to bring per- 
sonal advantage to themselves. The 
higher phase of life requires that the 
bearing of our acts upon others be 
first considered. If the effects would 
be detrimental in that respect, then 
the conduct in question must be es- 
chewed no matter as to the apparent 
personal advantage that would accrue 
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from its performance. Hence the 
entrance gate to eternal life is strait, 
the pathway leading up to it narrow, 
— the pedestrians comparatively 
ew. 

The further a people separate them- 
selves from those higher conditions, 
the greater will be their misery, per- 
plexity, confusion and strife, because 
they are proportionately distant from 
the sustaining power that pervades 
the moral universe of the Almighty. 
As they place themselves in unison 
with its requirements, pacific and 
harmonious conditions return. Re- 
formation or repentance is the road 
leading back to the more desirable 
state—returning over ground that has 
been lost and traveling onward beyond 
the point of recession. For instance, 
if this community has lost any ground 
the conditions upon which it can be 
regained must be complied with before 
that which has vanished can be re- 
trieved. 

Unless a person has given attention 
to this spiritual sense or power that 

netrates the veil of the past, em- 

races the conditions of the present 
and rolls up the curtain that obscures 
the future, he necessarily knows noth- 
ing about it. This ignorance causes 
him to deny its existence. The fallacy 
of such a denial is perfectly clear to 


him who knows by actual experience 
the voice and power of the spirit, 
which quickens the spirit of man as 
perfectly as the introduction of a light 
into a dark room dispels the darkness, 
If men would receive it, Joseph 
Smith possessed this divine gift to a 
marvelous extent. It is not necessa 
for men to travel back to the days o 
Job for the manifestations of what 
some philosophers denominate the 
sixth sense. The conditions and as- 
pects of earthly affairs now existing 
and developing were described by the 
modern prophet in remarkable detail. 
Through him, as a chosen instrument 
because of principles 
were enunciated that will work a revo- 
lution in the earth, He made the 
declaration that the time was soon to 
come when this globe and its inhabi- 
tants would have to wheel into line 
with the conditions that pervade the 
universe of the Almighty. All obsta- 
cles to the introduction of the brighter 
and better era are to be removed. 
Taking this as correct, mighty revolu- 
tions are at the doors, and those who 
possess what has been designated as 
the sixth sense, but which is the Spirit 
of God operating upon the spirit of 
man, will alone be in a position to pass 
unscathed through the ordeals the 
process will entail.— Deseret News.

Tue Crry oF THE DRAD.— Mr. T. Wilson, of the Smithsonian Institute, gives in the 


American Naturalist an interesting account of some recent discoveries made by Mr. 
Frank Cushing, who has not only been adopted by the tribe of Zunis, but initiated into 
the order of their priesthood. While at Tempe, in Arizona, in the spring of 1887, Mr. 
Cushing heard of a large truncated mound in the desert six or seven miles to the south- 
east. He visited it, and declared it to be of artificial formation. 'Workmen were brought 
from Tempe, and in a short time they came upon the ruins of an immense building. Mr. 
Cushing at once arrived at the conclusion that this building had been used as an Indian 
temple. He observed many things which corresponded in a remarkable degree with 
the Zuni religion, and which he was able to recognise in consequence of the experience 
he had gained as a priest. Continuing his explorations, he found the remains of a 
city three miles long and at some places one mile wide. This city was somewhat 
irregularly laid out, consisting principally of large squares or blocks of houses sur- 
rounded by a high wall, apparently for protection. The state of the buildings clearly 
indicated that the city had been ruined by an earthquake. Many bodies crushed by 
fallen roofs and walls were found. Mr. Cushing also discovered a number of graves, 
believed to be the graves of priests. The symbols and decorations on the pottery 
found in these graves resemble the symbols and decorations on modern Zuni pottery. 
About ten or fifteen miles from this ruined city, which Mr. Cushing calls Los Muertos, 
the City of the Dead, he has lately found the remains of another prehistoric town, 
in connection with which there are many traces of extensive works for irrigation.

CHAT IV. 


Mythology is a muddy, troubled pool; which, like a mirror shattered into » thousand 
' fragments, reflects while it distorts into fantastic shapes the objects on its banks. 


Notwithstanding the greater part of the mythology of heathen nations is 
absurd and unreliable, lacking both consistency and order, still, mixed up 
with the rubbish of human invention and childish fable, there are many great 
truths to be found therein. They may at times be difficult to trace, but 
their existence is none the less real. And it is not difficult to see reflected 
in said mythologies the principal incidents of Bible cosmogony and history, 
and likewise more or less distinct traces of the doctrine of the atonement. 

Indeed some unbelievers in the inspiration of the Bible have considered 
the coincidences between Christian theology and heathen mythology 80 
marked as to put forth the theory that the Christian scheme of man’s re- 
demption is derived from what are supposed to be those older mythologies 
of heathen nations. The facts are, however, that the scheme of man’s re- 
demption, as brought about by the Gospel of the Lord Jesus Christ, has been 
known from the earliest ages; and instead of the Gospel being derived from 
heathen mythology, it will be found, on more careful investigation, that it 
was from the Gospel as understood by the patriarchs in the earliest ages, 
and in the days of Noah, that mythology obtained those ideas which, though 
distorted beyond measure, bear some analogy to the teachings of the Gospel. 

The mythology and traditions of no other nation are so rich in these analo- 
gies to Bible cosmogony, historical incidents and Gospel scheme of redemp- 
tion, as Peru and Mexico, So distinct and clearly defined are these analogies, 
that the Catholic priests who accompanied Cortez in his expedition to Mexico, 
looked upon the whole as the delusion of the Devil, who counterfeited the 
rites of Christianity, and the traditions of the chosen people (the Jews), that 
he might allure his wretched victims to their own destruction.* 

Humboldt says: 

The cosmogony of the Mexicans; their traditions of the mother of man- 
kind, fallen from her state of happiness and innocence; the idea of a great

Having adduced the high authority of Humboldt respecting the existence 
of these remarkable coincidences between Mexican mythology and the lead- 
ing incidents of Bible history, I think it best to give some few statements in 
which those analogies are pointed out by another high authority—W. H. 
Prescott, the author of the Conquest of Mexico and Peru. He says: 


Another point of coincidence is found in the goddess Cioacoatl our lady 
and mother; ‘the first goddess who brought forth,’ who ueathed the 
sufferings of child-birth to women, as the tribute of death;’ ‘ 1 whom sin 
came into the world.“ Such was the remarkable language applied by the 
Aztecs to this venerated deity. She was usually represented with a serpent 
near her; and her name signified the ‘serpent woman.’ In this we find much 
to remind us of the mother of the human family, the Eve of the Hebrew and 
Syrian nations,—Conquest of Mexico (Appendix) p. 464. 

No tradition has been more widely spread among nations than that of a 
Deluge. It was the received notion under some form or other, of 
the most civilized people in the Old World, and of the barbarians of the New. 
The Aztecs combined with this some particular circumstances of a more 
arbitrary character, resembling the accounts of the east. They believed that 
two persons survived the Deluge, a man named Coxcox and his wife, Their 
heads are represented in ancient painting, together with a boat floating on 
the waters at the foot of a mountain. A dove is also depicted, with a hiero- 
glyhical emblem of language in his mouth, which he is distributing to the 
children of Coxcox, who were born dumb, The neighboring people of Micho- 
acan, inhabiting the same high plains of the Andes, had a still further tradi- 
tion, that the boat in which Tegpi, heir Noah, escaped, was filled with vari- 
ous kinds of animals and birds. After some time, a vulture was sent out 
from it, but remained feeding on the dead bodies of the giants which bed 
been left on the earth, as the waters subsided. The little humming bird, 
huiteiteilin, was then sent forth, and returned with a twig in his mouth. The 
coincidence of both these accounts with the Hebrew and Chaldean narratives 
is obvious.—Tbid, p. 463-4. 

On the way from Vera Cruz and the capital (Mexico), not far from the 
modern city of Pueblo, stands the venerable relic . . . called the temple 
of Cholula. . . The popular tradition of the natives is, that it was 
erected by a family of giants, who had escaped the great inundation, and 
designed to raise the building to the clouds; but the gods offeuded with their 
presumption, sent fires from heaven on the pyramid, and compelled them to 
abandon the attempt. The partial coincidence of this legend with the Hebrew 
account of the Tower of Ba el, received also by other nations ol the East, 
cannot be denied.— /bid, p. 644. 

But none of the deities of the country — such astonishing anal ogies 
with Scripture as Quetzalcoatl. . . He was the white man, wearing a 
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long beard, who came from the east; and who after presiding over the golden 
age of Anahuac, disappeared as mysterivusly as he had come, on the great 
Atlantic ocean. As he promised to return at some future day, his 8 
ance was looked for with confidence by each succeeding generation. ere 
is little in these circumstances to remind one of Christianity. But the 
curious antiquaries of Mexico found out, that to this God were to be referred 
the institution of ecclesiastical communities, rewinding one of the monastic 
societies of the Old World; hat of the rite of confes~ion and penance; and 
the knowledge even of the great doctrines of the Trinity and Incarnation! 
One party, with pious industry, accumulated proofs to establish his identity 
with the Apostle St. Thomas; while another with less scrupulous faith * 
in his anticipated advent to regenerate the nation, the type demiveiled of 
Messiah !|—ZJ bid, p. 464. 

This mysterious personage, Quetzalcoatl, was said to have been tall in 
stature, with a white skin, long dark hair and a flowing beard. The Mexi- 
cans looked confidently forward to the return of this person, this kind deity, 
and it was that tradition, deeply imbedded in their hearts, that made it 
possible for the Spanish under Cortez to succeed in their remarkable but 
disgraceful conquest of that country, for the Mexicans thought they recog- 
nized in Cortez and his followers the descendants of Quetzalcoatl. We 
. know by our books,” said the Emperor Montezuma in the first interview he 
held with Cortez, that myself and those who inhabit this country are not 
natives, but strangers who came from a great distance. We know, also, that 
the chief who led our ancestors hither returned, for a certain time, to his 
primitive country, and thence came back to seek those who were here estab- 
lished, who after awhile returned again, alone. We always believed that his 
descendants would one day come to tuke possession of this country. Since 
you arrive from that region where the sun rises, I cannot doubt but that 
the king who sends you is our natural master.* | 

The surprise of the Catholic priests who accompanied the expedition of 
Cortez was unbounded when everywhere they met with rites and ceremonies 
and symbols that reminded them of their own faith. The adthor we have 
already quoted so liberally says on this point: 

They could not suppress their wonder, as they beheld the cross, the sacred 
emblem of their own faith, raixed eus an o ject of worship in the temples of 
Anahuac. They met with it in various places; and an imaye of a cross ma 
be seen at this day, sculptured in bas-relief on the walls of one of the build- 
— of Palenque, while a figure bearing some resemblance to that of a child 
is held up to it, as if in adoration. Their surprise was heightened, when they 
——. a religious rite which reminded them of the Christian communion. 
On these occasions, an image of the tutelary deity of the Aztecs was made 
of flour of maize mixed with blood, and, after consecration by the priests 
was distributed among the people, who, as they ate it, ‘showed signs of 
humiliation and sorrow, declaring it was the flesh of the deity.” Hw could 
the Roman Catholic fail to recognize the awful ceremony of the Eucharist? 
2 With the same feelings they witnessed another ceremony, that of 
the Aztec baptism. . . . The Jewish and Christian schemes were 
strangely mingled together, and the brains of the good fathers were still fur- 
ther bewildered by the mixture of h-athenish abominations, which were 80 
closely intertwined with the most orthodox observances. I. their perplexity 
they looked on the whole as the de usion of the Devil, who counte: feited the 
rites of Christianity and the traditions of the chosen people, that he might 
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allure his wretched victims to their own destruction.— Con. of Mex., Appen- 
dex., p. 465. 


I shall trouble you with but two more quotations. They are significant in 
view of what I shall have to state in a subsequent chapter, aud for this 
reason your attention is especially called to their examination: 


In contemplating the religious system of the Aztecs, one is struck with its 
apparent incongruity, as if some portion of it had emanated from a compara- 
tively refined people, open to gentle influences, while the rest breathes a spirit 
of unmitigated ferocity. It naturally sugyests the idea of two distinct sources, 
and authorizes the belief that the Aztecs had inherited from their predeces- 
sors a milder faith, on which was afterwards engrafted their own mythology. 
The latter soon became dominant, and gave its dark coloring to the creeds of 
the conquered nations—which the Mexicans, like the Romans, seem willingly 
to have — into their own—until the same funereal superstition 
settled over the furtherest borders of Anahuac.—Con. of Mez., lib. 1, p. 18.

ag imagined three separate states of existence in the future life. The 
wicked, comprehending the greater part of mankind, were to expiate their 
sins in a place of everlasting darkness. Another class, with no other merit 
than that of having died of certain diseases, capriciously selected, were to 
enjoy a negative existence of indolent contentment. The highest place was 
reserved, as in most warlike nations, for the heroes who fell in battle, or in 
sacrifice. = passed at once into the presence of the sun, whom they ac- 
companied with songs and choral dances in his bright progress through the 
heavens. . . . . Such was the heaven of the Aztecs; more refined in its 
character than that of the more polished pagan, whose elysium reflected only 
the martial sports or sensual gratificatious of this life. In the destiny they 
assigned to the wicked we discern similar traces of refinement; since the 
absence of all physical torture forms a striking contrast to the schemes of 
suffering so ingeniously devised by the fancies of the most enlightened 
nations. In all this, so contrary to the natural suggestions of the ferocious 
AZTEC, we see the evidences of a higher civilization inherited from their pre- 
decessors in the land.—Con. of Mez., lib. 1, . 20. R

Tue Brazilian Senate has passed the bill recently voted by the Chamber of Deputies, 
for the immediate and unconditional abolition of slavery in Brazil. 


AocorpING to a St. Petersburg telegram a somewhat serious conflict has taken place 
between Afghans and Salor Turcomans on the Russo- Afghan frontier. 

A Rome correspondent telegraphs that he is assured by a high authority that relations, 
official or semi-official, will be re-established between England and the Vatican during 
the coming autumn. 


Tux Shanghai correspondent of the Standard telegraphs:—There has been a terrible 
“flood in the Canton River, in which 3,000 people have been drowned. A severe earth- 
quake is reported from Japan. 

AOCOORDING to reports received from Mequinez, the Pasha of that place, who was sent 
to collect forces to put down the rebel Berber tribes in the Benin Guild district, was 


attacked by the rebels and defeated, after some severe fighting, the Pasha himself being 
killed. 


Tux Chinese immigration difficulty in Australia had assumed a very serious phase. On 
the 16th ult. the Secretary of State for the Colonies received an official telegram stating 
that the Government of New South Wales had decided at all hazards to prevent the 
landing of Chinese immigrants. 

THe Russian Count Strogsnoff, bis sister, the Princess Tscherbastoff, and an escort of 
150 men, have been captured by a tribe of Kurd nomads in Asia Minor. The sheikh of 
the tribe claims an enormous ransom for their release. The Sultan’s order for their 
liberation has been treated with contempt. 

Tus Political Correspondence publishes a telegram from Warsaw, stating that the 
managers of the Warsaw-Granica and Wangorod-Dombrovsa railway lines have received 
instructions from the military authorities to acoumulate with the least possible delay 
600,000 and 400,000 tons of coal respectively. The movement is regarded as significant. 

Mn. Samuel Smith, M. P., in presiding at the fiftieth annual meeting of the Monthly 
Tract Society in Exeter Hall, London, expressed his opinion that Christian labor was as 
much needed among the upper as the lower classes, He thought in London they were 
sometimes inclined to say that the heathenism of the upper classes was more conspicuous 
than the Christianity. It seemed as if a large proportion were losing even the faintest 
regard for religion. They found a very widespread disposition to throw overboard every 
trace of supernatural religion. 

A Toronto telegram states that vigorous protests are being made in the newspapers 
against the recent system of English emigration to Canada. It is pointed out that num- 
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bers of the immigrants have no trade, and, arriving in a perfectly destitute condition, 
suffer great hardships. Some of the immigrants themselves complain of having been 
induced to go to Canada by gross misrepresentations. The Toronto Mail draws atten- 
tion to the danger of assimilating the diseased offspring of English paupers, and con- 
cludes by declaring that the outrage should not be quietly borne. 

THE question of safety in railway traveli.g and of loss of life on railways is one of 
universal interest. Sir Michael Hicks-Beach stated recently in Parliament that while 
no longer ago than 1874 one passenger out of every five and a half millions was killed 
from causes beyond his own control, in 1886 there was only one passenger killed out of 
ninety millions. In fact, the safety of railway traveling, so far as the public is con: 
cerned, is now not far short of perfection in the British Islands. Mnglishmen make their 
railway journeys at home with far less risk to life than in any other country in the 
world. Even in Germany, where the average rate of traveling is far slower than with 
us, a railway passenger runs eight times greater risk of losing his life than in England. 
In France the danger to life is thirteen times greater than in England. What is true of 
Europe is true in a still greater degree of America, where the loss of life is still inoom- 
parably greater than in Great Britain. It may be also mentioned that it is very much 
more dangerous to walk in the streets, and especially to cross a crowded thoroughfare, in 
London, than to make a long railway journey. The average number of persons killed in 
the streets of the metropolis is over three a week. The great loss of life on our railways 
is among the employes, where the annual slaughter still stands at a high percentage.
